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Information Disclosure Statement 

With regard to the IDS filed February 12, 2004, the Examiner could not consider 
two of the documents because he could not locate the parent file. Once the parent file 
is located, the documents will be considered and the PTO-1449 will be initiated in the 
appropriate locations. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 5, 1 1, 12, 17, 19, 20, and 26 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: 

With regard to claim 5, line 5 and claim 20, line 5, it is unclear why "Nickel" and 
"Titanium" are capitalized. 

Regarding claim 12, line 1, "said resilient inner sizing member" lacks 
antecedence. 

Regarding claim 17, line 2, "the dilated heart valve annulus" lacks antecedent 
basis fro claim 14; dependency may need to come from claim 16 instead. 

Regarding claims 19 and 20, "the plurality of members" lacks antecedent basis. 

Regarding claims 1 1 and 26, line 1 of each, "each support member" lacks 
antecedent basis. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 13, 16, 19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Solem et al (US 6,210,432). Solem anticipates the claim language where 
a ring is formed or stretched into a larger size, attached to a delivery apparatus and 
then attached to a valve annulus where it is returned to its smaller diameter; see 
Figures 2 to 1 1 and column 3, line 37 to column 4, line 55. Since Solem calls his device 
a U-shaped ring, the device is considered to be a ring to the extent that the art 
considers is so; see Figures 10 and 11 as well as column 4, lines 46-55. 

Regarding claim 16, the sizing member is described on column 3, lines 47-54. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-12, 14, 15, 17, 18, and 21-29 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims, and to correct any 
objectionable language pointed out supra. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 

applicant's disclosure. Liddicoat (US 2002/0042621 ) is of particular interest because it 

discloses a method very similar to the presently claimed one; see paragraph [0099]. 

Applicant should specifically point out the support for any amendments made to 
the disclosure, including the claims (MPEP 714.02 and 2163.06). Due to the procedure 
outlined in MPEP 2163.06 for interpreting claims, it is noted that other art may be 
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applicable under 35 USC 102 of 35 USC 103(a) once the aforementioned issue(s) is/are 
addressed.
